ANATOLE LITVAK says that 
music is the key to tempo in 
making motion pictures and 
that a well-made picture natur- 
ally falls into a definite musical 
cadence. He believes that the 
best directors are those who 
have a fundamental knowledge 
and feeling for music. 'Mayer- 
ling,’ which Litvak directed in 
France and which has scored a 
tremendous success in America 
as well as in Europe, was made 
in waltz time, says Litvak. "A 
story of that type, definitely 
dated and against the romantic 
background of Vienna,” he ex- 
plains, "naturally falls into 
three-four tempo. Other pic- 
tures might be likened to sym- 
phonies, with a smooth blend- 
ing of various themes." Mr. Lit- 
vak, born in Russia in 1902, has 
nothing of the traditional Mus- 
covite in his manner or in his 
method of direction, except 
when the topic of comedy arises 
in the abstract. Then his smile 
vanishes; the twinkle fades from 
his eye; and his brow takes on 
the pale cast of thought. Come- 
dy, he says, is a serious matter. 
While not a professional musi- 
cian. Anatole Litvak has a deep 
knowledge and love of music. 
He plays the piano but only for 
his own amusement. Among his 
Warner pictures are "Tova- 
rich," "The Sisters," "The Amaz- 
ing Dr. Clitterhouse,” "All This, 
and Heaven Too" and "Castle 
on the Hudson."

Cagney’s Own Life Story 


Luckily for Novelist Aben 
Kandel, two of his most con- 
firmed fans are gentlemen in the 
motion picture business. 

For Novelist Kandel’s two 
staunchest fans are Jimmy and 
Bill Cagney, and Jimmy and 
Bill are the intermediaries who 
were responsible for transfer- 
ring Kandel’s well known book, 
“City For Conquest,” to the 
screen. The picture has its first 
local showing next Friday at the 
Strand Theatre. 

Jimmy Cagney read the book 
four years ago, and gave it to 
Bill to read. 

Brother Bill said, “This book 
would make a fine motion pic- 
ture.” Bill said that in his 
opinion, Kandel’s volume came 
as close to interpreting the vast 
impersonal soul of the great city, 
as any book about New York 
had ever been able to do. 

“Besides,” said Bill Cagney,

Cagney Sketches 
Used in Film 


Two of the sketches of New 
York street corners which Bob 
Haas, art director, submitted to 
Anatole Litvak for that direc- 
tor’s approval in scenes of “‘City 
For Conquest,’ the new James 
Cagney-Ann Sheridan co-star- 
ing film, opening at the Strand 
on Friday, did not bear the art- 
ist’s signature in a lower corner. 

The sketches, which were ap- 
proved by Litvak, and which are 
being built by carpenters, paint- 
ers, and others of the mechani- 
cal and technical force, didn’t 
bear the name of Bob Haas be- 
cause Haas didn’t draw them, 
and they didn’t bear the name 
of the real artist, because the 
latter is a non-professional. The 
sketches were by Jimmy Cagney, 
and embodied Jimmy’s own re- 
collections of his boyhood days 
on Sixty-ninth Street. 

Ann Sheridan got one of the 
sketches which she said she 
would cherish as a prized souve- 
nir of the picture.

Litvak’s direction has given the 
film story the fluid ebb and flow 
of life itself. 

There is Cagney, as Danny, 
the stocky slum boy, who tries 
to conquer the city with his fists. 
There is Ann Sheridan, as his 
girl, whose dancing feet carry 
her to fame and fortune. There 
is his brother, played by Arthur 
Kennedy, a musical genius who 
translates the noises of the city 
into a wonderful symphony. 
There is Danny’s boyhood pal, 
played by Elia Kazan, thwarted, 
embittered product of the slums 
who seeks to conquer with sti- 
letto and Tommy gun. And then 
there is Frank Craven as the 
Old Timer, omniscient, ubiquit- 
ous, who roams the city’s streets, 
watching over them all and 
weaves their stories into one 
symbolic voice of the city.

When the violent events of

Son of John T. Craven and 
Ella Mayer, stage stock couple, 
and born in Boston in 1875, 
Frank was brought up under his 
parents’ intention that he spend 
his life in a non-professional 
background. 

But acting was in his blood. 
He made his theater debut at 8 
years of age in “The Silver 
King.” After that he was sent 
to the rural home of relatives 
on Cape Cod, under the belief 
he would learn farming and set- 
tle down but at 16 Frank went 
to visit his parents in a Balti- 
more repertory theater and 
asked to join their profession.

Since then Frank has been 
stage director, playwright and 
filled all the various other ca- 
pacities of the theater. He be- 
came a favorite actor for two 
generations. He also turned to 
motion pictures after consolidat- , 
ing his eminence on the stage, 
and has now been actor, director 
and writer. He has been one of 
the possessors of the envied 
writer-director contracts. 

As the “Old Timer,” shabby. 
but all knowing old fellow who 
becomes the voice of all New 
York, and interprets the soul of 
the city for the audience in 
Jimmy Cagney’s “City For Con- 
quest”? at Warner Bros., Craven 
crowns eleven years of moving 
picture work with a role of high- 
ly unusual nature and quality.
